I met a young man the other day with a chip on his shoulder. A 
malignant fate, or a guilty conscience had caught up with him, and 
he was doing his required sports in his fourth year. There is some- 
thing oddly inappropriate about the juxtaposition of the two words 
"required" and sports." It conjures up visions of a sort of forced 
"Strength through Jo/' or "We'll make you healthy if we have .to 
kill you in the attempt" attitude. 

In practice the idea of required sports puts one in mind of 
circus elephants doing tricks or the antics of those incredible dog 
acts on TV — everything being done the right way, but in a slightly 
lopsided, clumsy, strained manner that is funny in animals, but 
pathetic in humans. 

The value of sporf lies as much in its mental as in its physical 
conditioning. Essentially sport is meant to be enjoyed, to stimulate 
the body, quicken the eye, and refresh the mind: To make sports 
required, to try to infuse a false enthusiasm into individuals who 
would be happier sipping coffee in the cafeteria or even engaged 
In Work, seems to indicate an unsportsmanlike attitude, and "an 
infringement upon one of the fundamental student freedoms — the 
right to be lazy when he so wishes. Sport in the wrong mental climate, 
sport that has to be done, not for fun, but as a faculty requirement, 
is worse than no sport at all. The wrong mental attitude is present 
from, the start. 

While, as far as this particular young man was concerned, there 
seemed to be a strong case for required sports, since his physical build 
was such that he tilted forward when he put his pipe in his mouth, 
it nevertheless seems that the whole idea of required sports is out 
of keeping with the liberal traditions of a university and the true 
meaning of the word "Sport." ,

or spirit could be increased. There would simply be more space for 
writers. It was hoped that this consciousness would center itself around 
Forge and that, appearing more often, Forge could achieve a more 
definite shape and character than has hitherto been the case.

There are now some 15 French- 
speaking charity federations in the 
Province of Quebec, of which the 
Federation of French Charities of 
Montreal, founded in 1033, is the 
oldest Tho majority of the more 
recent federations in the province 
have modelled themselves on iu 

Tho Federation of French Chari- 
ties, which comprises 33 agencies, 
must aid tho indigent among 70 
per cent of the population. Last 
year it collected $1,536,000 in its 
annual campaign whereas the 
other three federations in the city 
caring for the indigent among the 
remaining 30 per cent of the po- 
pulation, obtained $2,320,000. These 
figures clearly indicate the scope 
of tho problem faced by the direc- 
tors of the French federation.

rations: the reduction in the value 
of the dollar, which nullifies a 
goodly portion of the increast in 
campaign suscriptions, and the 
rapid growth of the population 
which increases annually by 40,000 
and brings a proportional increase 
in the number of indigents. 
Industrial Contributions 
As the greatest part of its re- 
sources comes from individuals, 
(the gif ts of corporations represent 
less than a third of the total of 
subscriptions), tho organization of 
the Federation of French Chariti- 
es is extremely complex and there 
must not be less than 15,000 vo- 
luntary canvassers available du- 
ring its annual campaign if there 
is to be hope for success. 

During its next campaign, which 
will take place March 4-19, the 
Federation of French Charities will 
direct its efforts toward two prin- 
cipal goals. These are: 

— Reduce the gap between re- 
sources and needs by taking means 
to make more general the policy 
of subscribing on the installment 
plan. This allows a donor to give 
more without upsetting his bud- 
get; 

— Solve the problem created by 
television in the recruiting of can 
vassers and canvassing itself by 
appealing to young people not 
only to give but also to serve.
